-, tion, IB aa bad as a war profiteer aa he 

is getting more.than he deaervea. 

"In exchanged work why not let the 
local thresherman keep the labor rec- 
cords. if the Individual farmers 'con- 
■cerned can not'agree. 

Be fair, to the small grain grower. 
He ifldolng hie patriotic nart in food 
production.' Should your neighbors 
opinion of you be' given any considera- 
tion. 

Some of pur local thresherman have 
iseen in the habit of coming, into com- 
munity, thrcBhing on!^ two or three 
ot the best of the largest jobs and then 
moving on to repeat this policy in 
■aome other section. 

The threahing committee urges every 
thresherman to take care of all the 
grain in any community into which he 
moves, providing auch grain ia ready to 
thresh and these farmers desire him to 
moke a thorough job. 

Report undeairuble practices to the 
Threshing Committee at Litiertyvillo 
for adjustment." Let us plan to save 
all the grain and at the same time con- 
serve labor and fuel. We should do 
this as a Wbr measure, 

Durmg the past ten days many fields 
of wheat in the county have been ex- 
amined for the purpose of finding black 
-stem ruat Infection. Many of these 
fields ahow 100 fj infection. About 75ji 
of these fields are not affected,, but 
this condition may become more pre- 
valent if the local people continue to 
ignore requests to eradicate the com- 
mon barberry which harbors the disease. 

Get rid of the barberry and save the 
.wheat next year. Everybody in Lake 
county should do thia willingly. We 
wiil show diseaaed wheat and Infected 
barberry bushea at the county fair next 
month. 

Learn to recognize , the pest and 
atampitout. It ia Pro-German: 

Better remove the common barberry 
willingly than be compelled to do so.

Former Antioch Resident , 
Dies at Denver 

A message waa received here tho lat- 
ter part of tho past week, notifying 
the Antioch; relatives of the deceased 
that Robert W. Herman, a former 
Antioch boy had passed away at Denver^ 
Col., and that the remains would be 
brought back to thfa place for burial. 
- ; The deceased was born in North Da- 
kota, April 14. 1887. A^ a child he was 
afflicted vvith an osmethic trouble, and 
in the hope of benefitting his health his 
parents returned to Illinois, their old 
hbnie, and located in Antioch in, the 
spring of 1003. The change seemed 
very- beneficial to him and here they 
resided until- the fall of 1907, when 
he began to experience a return of his 
old trouble, and disposing of all inter- 
ests the family located iri Oklahoma 
City and later at Lawton, Oklahoma. 
Again the change was of benefit to him 
and for some time he had. been in very 
good health. 

On tHe 3d day of October. 1911, he 
was united in morriage to Misa Lula 
McCluiie, a former Adtioch girl, at 
Oklahoma City, and established a home 
at Lawton, where they have since re- 
rided. 

. He woB drafted Into the army last 
September and was stationed at San 
Anignia, Texas, but again his health 
began to fall, and after four months of 
service he was given an honorable dis- 
charge in January. 

Upon his return home he failed to re- 
gain his former strength and activity, 
and about the middle of June, occom- 
panied by his wife, he went to Denver, 
hoping the change would again prove 
beneficial, but such was not the case 
and he began to fail Very fast, and after 
six weeks his mother wos sent for. She 
responded to the call immediately and 
was with him one week previous ^o hia 
death, which occurred August 8th, and 
which was attributed to a rapidly de- 
veloped case of tuberculosiB and a com- 
plication of diseases contracted in the 
army. 

The remains were sent at once to 
Antioch, arriving here Sunday morning, 
accompanied by his widow, and his 
father and mother. . The funeral ser- 
vices were held at the home of his ount, 
Mrs', Charles Lux, Monday afternoon at 
two o'clock and the remains were laid 
at rest in the Hillside cemetery. 

Besides his widow, who was known to 
the people of Antioch us Miss Lula 
Mack, and his parents, Mr. and Mrs. 
William Herman, he is survived by a 
lorge number of , relatives and friends 
in this vicinity. The funeral was at- 
tended by relatives from Waukegan, 
Gurnee. Chicago and Salon Mills.

Whether you have stopped to con- 
sider it or not, the time has already 
begun to cut down expenses and ac- 
cumulate funds. Unless Americana 
generolly adopt such a policy of saving 
the next loan cannot be the success 
that the honor of the country requires.

I hove been doing quite a lot of pa- 
trol flying lately, escorting convoys 
and looking for subs. : 

I have my.rittme in for a furlough 
and I am . thd fourth .to go. They only 
let one go at a time, a'o It will be about 
the first of October, when I get mine. 

I got a letter from Aunt Marv Adams 
today. She ia going .to knit me a hel- 
met and the aocks. 

I have been trying to guess what I 
am going to get for my birthday, as 
Florence said I might expect some 
packages soon. ' ffope you send me a 
wrist watch as I have none, and have 
laid off getting.ono until I see if there 
might be one In those packages. In 
those pictures I sent home of Edna, 
Mabelle ond I, that is my dog tag on 
my wrist watch strap that I had at 
Camp Perry, and that is Y. M. C. A., 
paper in my blouse. , 

I am glad to hear you got thoae in- 
surance papers o. k." as they have caus- 
ed me considerable worry, and you also 
ought to be getting aome Liberty bonds 
soon. 

I have not heard from Mabelle for 
quite a while, will send her last letter 
if I can find it, wish pa would write to 
her. How is Grandad and Grandmoth- 
er? I have not received the Antioch 
News yet. * 

I put In five and one hours in the^ir 
atone time at an altitude of 1500 feet, 
guarding a convoy of twenty-seven 
ships. Last Sunday I put in -four and 
one hours looking for a torpedoed 
wreck. .Another time at four o'clock 
in the morning I was off the coast of 
Carolina, and another time we dropped 
and was towed In after fifteen koura. 
Oh I'll say this is active service doing 
juat as good on this side as 1 would on 
trte other for the present.

The 
Four Minute Men hava promised to co- 
operate in the work and the Fife and 
Drum Corps of Waukegan has been 
invited to furnish music for the various 
meetings;

FEDERAL TRADE COMMISSION 
CHARGES CONSPIRACY.

Recommendations Provide for Seizure 
of Plants and Establishing Cen- 
tral WholeESle Markets. 

Wnshlngton, Aug. 10.— Bitterly ns- 
salllng the great packing firms of 
Swift, Armour, Morris, Cudahy and 
Wilson for creating a "structure of 
conspiracy, control, monopoly and re- 
straint," the federal trade commission, 
in a report to President Wilson, recom- 
mends that Immediate stops be taken 
to give the government a monopoly 
over such portion of their business ns 
"will restore competition." 

This report hns been In the hands 
of President Wilson since July 5, hut. 
because of the serious charges made 
In connection with it, and the rndlcnl 
recommendations therein contained. It 
was not made public. Publication was 
authorized directly by the president 

After declaring that producers, com- 
petitors and consumers are nt the 
mercy of the packers the commission 
makes the following ' recoramendn- 
tlons : 

First, That the government acquire, 
through the railroad administration, 
all rolling stock used for the trans- 
portation of meat animals and, that 
such ownership be declared a govern- 
ment monopoly. 

Second, That the government nc- 
Qulre, through the railroad commis- 
sion, the principal and necessary stock 
yards of tlie country, to he treated n« 
freight depots, and to be operated 
under such conditions ns will Insure 
open, competitive markets, with uni- 
form cliarges for all services per- 
formed, and the ncnulsltlon or estab- 
lishment of such additional yards from 
time to time. ' 

Third, That the government acquire, 
tbrout'h the railroad administration, 
nil privately owned refrigerator cars, 
and that such ownership be declared n 
government monopoly. 

Fourth, That the federal government 
acquire snch of the brnnch houses, 
cold storage plants nnd warehouses 
ns nre nocessnry to provide facilities 
for the competitive marketing and 
storage of food products In the prin- 
cipal centers of distribution nnd con- 
sumption. The same to he operated 
by the government as public markets 
and storage plnces under such condi- 
tions ns will nlTord an outlet for all 
manufacturers and handlers of food 

products on equal terms.

The National Automobile 
Chamber of Commerce received the In- 
formation In response to nnmufactur- 
ers who volunteered to curtail GO per 
cent. 

The letter In part follows: 

"The war industries board cannot nt 
this time make any promise whatso- 
ever regarding the supply to your In- 
dustry of steel, rubber or other mote- 
rials for nny perloil In advance. 

"We strongly believe that It Is to 
the best interests of manufacturers of 
passenger automobiles to undertake to 
get on 100 per cent war work as rapid- 
ly as possible, and aot later than Janu- 
ary 1.

■ Washington, Aug. 12. — Consul Poole 
at Moscow has Informed llie state de- 
partment that Lenlne, the bolshevik 
premier, recently declared before a 
gathering of Soviets In Moscow that 
a state of war existed between the 
Itussinn government and the entente 
allies. In response to questions from 
the allies* consuls, Tchltcherln, com- 
missionaire of foreign affairs, said timt 
the premier's statement need not be 
considered n declaration of war, but 
that It rather was a declaration of a 
state of defense on the putt of Kus- 
rla, shnllar to the situation that ex- 
isted at one time with Cermauy. 

The consul's report, received by ca- 
ble, gave the state department Its 
llrst Dfllclnl Information cbuOruiIng re- 
ports that the bolsheviki were for- 
mally characterizing as an act of war 
the operations of the allies' forces 
on the Murmun coast. 

Tchitcliorln's explanation was made 
publicly, the consul said, nt the re- 
quest of the allies* consuls. Mr. Poole 
also reported that In spite of denials 
of the authorities, the holsiiovikl were 
throwing obstacles In the way of the 
departure from Russia of British and 
Frencii military representatives. 

From Archangel the state dcpnrt- 
ment received word that the bolshe- 
viki, upon hearing of the landing of 
allied- troops at Onega bad asked for 
an explanation. Aviators of the al- 
lies dropped propnganda In the city 
of Archangel, whereupon the bolshe- 
viki evacuated the town before the al- 
lied troops nmrclied la. The British, 
French and United States consuls 
were arrested on August 3 by a detach- 
ment of Caucasinn cnvalry, "for their 
protectloa," but as previously report- 
er, were released upon the appear- 
ance of the allied soldiers. , 

Gen, Kikuzo Otnna, one of Japan's 
most noted soldiers, has been chosen 
to command the Jnpanese section and 
will bo the ranking ollker of the ex- 
pedition In Siberia by forces of the 
United States nnd its allies.

Washington, Aug. 10.— The United 
States' wiiept production for the year 
Is estlmnted in the monthly govern- 
ment report nt 878.000.000 busliels and 
the corn crop nt 2,080.000,000 i)UslielB. 
Those figtires nre based on conditions 
reported on August 1. 

Tlieso estimates. If proved correct nt 
the harvest, mean the country will 
reap 170,000,000 bushels less corn than 
last year, but will make a gain In the 
wheat crop of 228,000.000 bushels. The 
corn crop Inst year totaled Il.lfiO.OOO,- 
000 bushels and the wheat crop only 
0.^0.000,000 bushels. 

Today's estimates show n fnlllng off 
from the estimates of a month ngo. 
Then crops of H.l 00.000.000 busliels of 
corn nnd SOl.OOO.OOO busliels of'whent 
were predicted.

Six men 
were overcome. 

Tlie otUciai announcement said tho 
navy department received a dispntcli' 
from Chorloaton, S. C, that the attack 
wlUi gas about Ove o'clock Saturday 
afternoon temporarily "put out of husi- 
ness the const guard station and light- 
house personnel/' Tlie report goes on; 

"About 40 minutes after the attack 
three large oil spots, each over an aero 
in extent, were observed pusslng. 

'*Thls oil, from which the gas was 
no doubt generated, must have been 
released from a submarluu In tlie vi- 
cinity of the entrance to tha cliunnei 
with the iiope that it would come In 
with the tide, but tlio tide fortunately 
set along the Island. 

"Iteport was ninde to Colonel Chase, 
const artillery corps, Fort Casweil. N. 
C, by Captain Willard of the Smith 
Island coast guard after tlie eflfects of 
the gas were noted. Six men were 
gassed. No deaths. 

"The gas had the effect of mustard 
gns and was effective about ao or 40 
minutes. 

"The incident was reported by Col- 
onel Chase to the naval district coni- 
manderr Smith's Island is off the 
mouth of tile Cape Fear river, near the 
eatnmce of the channel to Wlhnlng- 
ton, N. C.*'

With the Increase of Czecho-Slovak 
and otiier armed anti-holshevlk forces 
in greater Uussla to more than 300,000 
men, I'remler Lenlne and Ids foreign 
secretary, Leon Trotzkj'; Iiave lied 
from Moscow to Kronstadt, the nava^ 
base near Petrograd, according to a, 
dispatch hy the seial-olllcial WollI bu- 
reau at Berlin. 

The Berlin Loknl Anzelger states 
that the entire bolshevik government 
will be moved to Kronstadt. 

Commenting on the removal of Doc- 
tor HellT'erlch, the German ambassa- 
dor, from Moscow to Pskov because he 
feuied for his life, the Berlin Vosslsche 
Zcitung sayu: 

"Moscow Is in the hands of nntl- 
Cernuin elements and the followers of 
the social revolutionists of the left. 
This would show thnt tlie bolsfievIUl 
rule at Moscow Is at an end. and this 
Is the case not only at Moscow but In 
the greattw pnrt of Bussia, If not in 
the Avljole Itussinn empire.

s London, Aug, 13.— French troops 
have captured the town of Gury, about 
eight and one-lailf ndie.s south of Uoye, 
according to tlie French olllclal com- 
munlcatfon. ■^ 

Gury is an important point on the 
Lassigny massif, within t\\*6 miles of 
Lassigny. Itself, which Is the Imniodl- 
nte French objective In this sector. 
40,000 Prisoners Taken. 
Possession of the massif would be 
likely to cause a considerable retire- 
ment by the Germans. Iiotfi to the cast 
nnd the west on this end of the battle 
line. 

The advances have swelled the al- 
lies' prisoner total to . nearly 40,()00. 
More than 700 guns have also been 
counted. ^ 

Thousands more prisoners have 
been rounded up, but not yet onicially 
reported. 

Two en(*my airdromes ami innrc 
prisoners luive l)oen captured by the 
allies. The prisoners are from fresh 
Prussian and Buvarlnn divisions and 
have Iieen taken during the last few 
hours, 

Americans Fighting for Bray. 
American troops are In the sul)urhs 
of Ih-ay lighting a continuous l)atlie for 
the outskirts of the little French city 
on the Soiume. 

The Daily Jlail describes as an event 
of historic importance tiie entry into 
the light of the Amorlcan tniops. It 
says they won the admiration of. the 
most famous tiiltish regiments. 

The French are continuing their ad- 
vance between the Avre and tlie Oise 
and iuive captured the town of 
L'Echello-yt. Aurlu, three miles direct- 
ly west of itoyo. 

Allies Fight on Somme. 
The allied troops lighting in the re- 
gion between the Sonune and the 0is»* 
nrade further progress east of Fouipies- 
eoiirt and on the south hank nf the 
Somme and also captured the, village 
of Proyart.' south of liray, acctndlng 
to Field Marshal llalg's connnuidca- 
tlon. Hundreds of Gernuins were laade 
prisoner and the Germans suffered 
heavy casuiUtles. 

Where Battle Line Runs. ' 
The battle line from north to south 
runs: 

Mericourt, I'royart, Ilainecort and 
Llhons, wlilch apparently Is finally se- 
cure In British hands after bitter 
fighting; thence west of Clmulnes. 
through or near Chilly, which has 
changed hands twice; thence tlinmgh 
FouqueHcom-l, I'nrvlUers, Damery, An- 
dechy, L'Kchelle, Armancourt. Dan- 
court, I'dplncourt, Koye-Sur-Mat?., Me- 
reull, Samsim uiul Antoval, striking 
the old line enar Itlbecourt. 
i Althougli the Germans have been re- 
cnforccd wltli both artillery and In- 
fantry and are resisting more strong- 
ly, their fresh divisions have l)een un- 
able to entirely 8top the advancing 
allies. 

The increasing ditlletiltles nllentl- 
ing their retreat nre driving the Ger- 
mans to desperate sacrifices in tiielr 
efforts to check the allies' advance. 
Their losses are oxlrcmoly heavy and 
their dead lie-all over the field. 
French Near Noyon. 
Paris. Aug. 12.— Notwltshtnndlag the 
resistance of tlio Gennans the French 
troops gained further ground between 
the Avre and the Oise rivers, taking 
several villages from the west and 
south of Itoye to the Oise, according to 
tlie olllclal communication Issued by 
tlu! war olllee. , 

The French First army advancing In 
the face of stitfened Gennan re.'^lsi- 
aace northwest of Montdldter, has oc- 
cupied the village of^-^Iarquivlllers, 
which lies only three ndles and a quar- 
ter southwest of Itoye, the nerve cen- 
ter of the German I'icardy pocliet. 
GrlvlUers village, four miles and a half 
southwest of Uoyo and sltunted on ibe 
Montdldler-lloye railway, also has 
been taken |ty the Frenclij the war of- 
llce conununlque nnnounces. 

The French right, pressing north- 
eastward north of the Oise, 1ms push- 
ed ahead to within only six and a half 
ndles of Noyon, the southern pivot of 
the whole German Picardy front. The 
village of Camhroimo, which Is that 
distance from Noyon, has been cap- 
tured. Machmont vlllnge, two and 



three-quarter miles below Ounbroniie 
also Is in Freneli hands. : 

French troops- have captured tli^ .-n 
tire massif of BouIogr»c-La Gniste nnd 
jienetrated to the east, of Bat:, 0>A 
miles east of Jlonldldier. . ■ . 
Foe Suffers Heavy Lossec. 
London. Aug. I'J.— Strong Gernmr 
attadvs delivered with fresli" reserves 
against the British at LilnniS imd 
nortli and south of that village were 
repulsed, and In the fighting the Ger- 
mans suftered great losses, according 
to the British oflicinl connnunlcatlon 
received froni Field aiarshal Hnlg. 

British cavalry are reported opcM-at- 
Ing close to thu town of. Nesle. ■ (Nesle 
Is six miles southeast of Clmulnes.) 

JIany hours ago the Brillsli, French 
and American troops had reached, 
roughly, the old lines held by the Ger- 
mans before their retirement to the- 
lliiidenhurg line. They have now 
pushed beyond In nmny places. 

Goyencourt, two ndles northwest of 
Uoye, is reported to luive fallen to 
British troops, 

French troops continue to follow up 
their successcK, pushelng far cast of 
Montdldht' and taking many additional 
prisoners and enemy guns. 

The retreat of the Gernuins bus been 
disorderly, harassed as they were by 
Frencli cavalry and armored cars. 
They have been nuUdng vain efforts 
12 iL^^'"F"SS themselves from the 
Fren*di pursuit. 

British Move on Heights. 
The German defense wns stiffened 
southwest of Noyon, hut the French 
nevertheless gained u stronger foothold 
on the heights of Thiescourt. 

The British paslied forward on their 
left Hank nortli . of the Sonune and 
made progress also south of the river. 
Between the Avre and Oise French 
troops captured the entire nntsslve 
cladn of hills of Boulogne-Le Grasse 
and penetrated lo the east of Bus, six 
and one-ludf ndles east of Moatdldler. 
Jloreull-Lamolle has iieen captured 
aad the French line pushed two miles 
to tlio north of Chevrincourt. 

A German local attack north of 
Kenunci on the Flanders front, was 
repulsed after sharp fighting. 

Clnmlnes, the key to the southern 
line of the German salient, was cap- 
tured by Australian and Canadian 
tniops. The fail, of Clmulnes is said 
to have followed n desperate struggle 
with strong Gerihnn forcA rushed up 
to cover tlie retreat. 

Fires Behind Line. 
Large llres and long transport col- 
unms in the enemy's back areas 
strengtlien the belief ids heavy 
counter-attacks against tlie British 
are intended to uCford time to evacu- 
ate his stores. 

The reports show extreme confusion 
among the enemy forces in their pre- 
cipitate retreat. 

Among the prisoners taken are 
generals, colonels and olllcers of all 
grades. Kleven divisions of Generals 
Von Ilutler and - Von Marwltz have 
been identllled by prl.soners taken. 

The allies Imve penetrated to Chaul- 
aes In the center of their Plcurdy at- 
tack. This town Is I'J miles east of 
llanghrd, wheVe the assault began. 
Moroull. Uosieres, Uessons-sur-Matz, 
Moriancourt and scores of lesser towns 
luive been recaptured. ■ 

MontdUlier has fallen to the Freniji 
and Albeit Is hi liamlnent danger. 
.\esle, Uoye, Lassigny, Bray and even 
Peronnu are ihrejitened. 
Cut Off Germans' Biggest Rail Base. 

Imi)ortant German lines of commu- 
nication have been cut. French troops 
by entering Clmulnes captured the big- 
gest German rail base In the salient. 
Other Important rail points are under 
l-oiubardaient by nrtlllery nnd air- 
planes. The enemy retirement within 
'.!ie salient Is reported to be greatly 
(.ongestod and great numbers of men 
■md huge (luantltles of material are be- 
ing cat off. 

ln> their smash forward the alllca 
have torn to pieces eleven German di- 
visions. Some of these are In sucli 
condition that they ciin be of little use 
to lilt: German command for a long 
tinie lo come, and probably some of 
tliem can never be reformed. 

The allied casualties, it is reported, 
nre not more than 0,000 for the three 
days, less than n quarter of tlie num- 
ber of prisoners so far counted. This 
renuirkalde slluatlon Is believed to be 
due to the refusal of the Germans to 
counter-attack. 

It was nt Moriancourt that the first 
Americans were employed. Co-operat- 
ing with the British, they helped cap- 
ture the village and the heights to the 
southward and iield them ngalnst 
couiiier-attacks. They also took Chli)- 
illy spur, north of the Somme, and con- 
tinued to advance. It is reported that 
one division (27,500 Americans) were 
In tiie lighting nt this point. 
German Attacks Fail. 
AVlth the American .Vrmy In France, 
Aug. V2.— The Germans have attackeil 
tlui Americans along the Vesle throe 
times within the last 24 hours. The 
Americans met these attacks with ma- 
chine gun lire nnd In one case with 
hund-to-hnnd llgliting, A third Ger- 
man counter-attack netted the Ameri- 
cans 80 prisoners. The three attacks 
made no material change In the situa- 
tion. Last Frldny the Americans cap- 
tured the village of Flsmette, which is 
n mile north of Flsmes.

Chicago.— The United States govern- 
ment has chosen Cldcago as the site of 
tlie biggest and inost complete war 
expoHltlon In this coimtry since the 
war l)cgan. and for two weeks, be- 
ginning Septeinljcr 2. the people of 
Uds city and of the surrounding coun- 
try will have the oiiportualty of see- 
ing samples of all the war nuiterhil 
used by the allied troops, and also 
numy trophies taken l>y them from the 
Boches. The exhibits fill seventeen 
railway cars. 

It Is not a private money making 
affair, Imt an olllclal exposition, glveu 
by the government t^rougli tlie com- 
mittee on public' iDfonnutlon nnd the 
lilhiols State Council of Defense, aud 
in which the governments of France. 
Great Britain. Canada, Italy, luid Bel- 
gium participate. Nothing is for sale. 
Nothing la to be pronmted. Tin; ad- 
mission fee will be very small, and If It 
im/s the bare expenses- of bringing the 
exhibits here nnd plnclng- tliem before 
the public, that Is all that Is wanted. 
If there should be a surplus. It goes 
by. law into the Untted States treas- 
ury nnd reduces by that mucluthe bur- 
dens of tlie taxpayer. 

Will Reproduce Battlefield. 
It will be a hatllcneld, reproduced 
faithfully to the smallest detail, within 
the liinitallons of the grounds. Front 
line trenches will be there, laid out by 
the very oflicor who laid them out In 
that Flanders hattlelield wliere the 
PrinceJis Pats fought until there are 
now but three men loft alive of the 
original regiment. 

It will show No Man's Land— all hut 
t)w ghastly death scenes and one can 
^^^ill Imagine tlunn— that strip of 
ground ruled over by Jealous De^th 
where neither Boche nor human being 
daros set foot except by stealth and In 
the darkest hour of night. No Man's 
Land, with Its great cellars digged by 
phells, with Its plowed and torn and 
pulverized dirt and gravel, willi Its 
wilderness of barbed wire entangle- 
ments, with Its wrecks of guns nnd 
vagons and airplanes. 

First aid stations will be shown, with 
the blessed sign of the lied Cross at the 
entrance— favorite nwrk for German 

shells. 

Guns of all sizes and kinds, with sol- 
diers and sailors to man them and 
show how they are used; airplanes, 
signal stations, listening posts, fire con- 
trol stations— everything that can Ik^ 
ri'prniluced In so small a field, will In; 
shown. 

There will bo th*t incendiary pastels 
nf which every German soldier at the 
beginning of the war carried sixty. 
With these tlioy burned houses an* 
churches. The cIty*of Louvain wns 
burned witii them. 

Show American Trophies. 
Of the greatest Interest to Ameri- 
cans will be the war muterlnl used by 
our boys, and the trophies captured by 
them from the enemy. Oh, yes. there 
nre guns and plunder of all kinds taken 
from the proud Germans hy the Ynnkee 
hoys— and if It be possible to get them 
hero In time there will bo n big display 
of cannon captured by Chicago troops 
In the groat battle now niging between 
the Mnrne nnd the Alsne. A cable has 
been sent to General Pershing asking' 
1dm, If possible, to ship some of the 
booty over In time for the grent expo- 
sition at Chicago. 

The Italian exhibit cnntnlns a great 
many specimens of Austrinn guns imd 
shells. There Is an Incendiary bomb 
dropped on Venice In on effort lo burn 
that splendid city; an Austrian Uoating 
mine; guns from Austrian Buhmarlnes; 
torpedoes taken from Austrian suh- 
marlnes destroyed l>y the Italian navy. 
and the innumernlde forms of rUles. 
trench tools, shells, periscopes, bay- 
onets, nnd clothing used l)y the Jtntlan 

army. 

Itemondioring their beloved cathedral 
oi Reims, the French hnve placed witii 
their exhibit a shrine, wrecked by the 
Germans. But they also have .spoils 
taken In the hottest battles— guns and 
gnu carriages, "whIz-hangs," trench 
mortars, mine wefcrs, Germnn 8-lnch 
Incendiary shells, airplanes of the 
type which tried to destroy Paris, and 
Zeppelin iinmlis. There Is a complete 
ejthlblt of the famous French field gun, 
the "7r.," 

Guns From Cruiser Emden. 
The British exhlbtf Includes guna 
from the cruiser Emden. which n Brit- 
ish slilp destroyed ; guns taken from 
the Turks; guns cnptured in GalllpoU. 
ojid all manner of wreckage fr-om n 
score of battlefields. Of grent Interest 
nre the British mednls nwnrded for con- 
spicuous bravery or great service to 
the empire. 

Canada, of .course, sets grent store 
hy licr trophies from famous VImy 
BIdgc. Passchendf.eTe, Ypres nnd wher- 
ever the rugged ftgliters met the Ilun.

'This swim, which proved to be the 
first of a series'that I was destined to 
make, taught me- several things. 

In the first place, I had forgotten to 
remove my wrist-watch. This watch 
had been broken In my fall from tlie 
air. but I had it repaired nt Courtral. 
In the leap from the train, the crystal 
had been broken again, but It was 
still going and would probably have 
been of great service to mo In my 
subsequent adventures, but the swim 
across the canal ruined it. 

Then, too. I had not thought to take 
my map out of my sock nnd tlie water 
•damaged that, too. 

Thereafter, whenever I had any 
swimming to do, I was careful to take 
Buch matters Into coaslderatlon. and 
my usual practice was to make a 
bundle of all the things that would be 
damaged by water and tie It to my 
head. In this way I was able to keep 
Uiera dr>-, ,_. «.-. , 

' 'It wns'fiow daylight and I knew that 
It would be suicidal for me to attempt 
to travel In the daytime. My British 
luniform would have been fatal to me. 
I decided to hide In the daytime and 
travel only at night. 

Not for from the canal I could see a 
heavily-wooded piece of ground, and I 
made my way there. By this time I 
Jind discovered that my left ankle had 
been strained In my leap from the 
train, and when I got to the woods I 
was glad to He down and rest. The 
wound In my mouth hod been opened, 
too, when I jumped, and It would have 
been difficult for me to have swallowed 
had not tlie piece of bread, which was 
to serve for ray breakfast, got wet 
when I swam the canal. I found a safe 
hiding place in which to spend the 
day and I tried to dry some of my 
clothes, but a slight drizzling rainfall. 
made that out of the question. I knew 
that I ought to sleep, aa I planned to 
travel at night, but sore as I was, 
;Caked with mud and blood, my cloUi- 
Ing soaked tlirough and my hunger not 
nearly appeased, sleep was out of tlie 
question. This seemed to me about 
the longest day I had ever spent, but 
I was still to loam how long a day con 
really be and how much longer a night 

When night came I dragged myself 
ftogether and headed northeast. 

My clothing consisted of my Flying 
Corps uniform, two shirts, no under- 
wear, leatlier leggings, heavy shoes, a 
good pair of wool socks and a German 
leap. I had a wallet containing sev- 
leral hundred francs in paper money 
^nnd various other papers. I also had 
a JDckknIfe which I had stolen one 
'day before from the property room nt 
Courtral, where all the personal ef- 
'fects taken from prisoners were kept. 
For a day or two I had carried a knap- 
enck, but as I had nothing to carry In 
It 1 discarded It. 

I traveled rapidly, considering my 
dinicultles, nnd swam a couple of 
cannls that night, covering In all per- 
haps ^ten miles before daylight. Then 
I located Jn some. low bushes, lying 
there all day In my wet clothes and 
finishing my sausage for food. That 
was, the last of, ihy. rations. 



That night I made perhaps the^same 
distance, but became very hungry and 
thirsty before the night was over. 

For the next six days I stlU figured 
that I was In Germany, and I was liv- 
ing on nothing but cabbage, sugar 
beets and on occoslonnl carrot, always 
In tlie raw state just as I got them 
out of the fields. The water I drank 
was often very rank. One night I lay 
in a cabbage patch for an hour lapping 
the dew from tlie leaves with my 
tongue I 

During this period I realized that I 
must avoid meeting anyone at nil haz- 
ards. I was In tlie enemy's country and 
my uniform would have been a. dead 
give-away. Anyone who captured me 
or who gave Information from which 
my capture resulted might have been 
sure of a handsome reward. I knew 
that It was necessary for me to make 
progress as. fast as possible, but the 
main consideration was to keep out of 
Eight, even If It took me a year to get 
to Holland, which was my objective. 
From my map I estimated that I was 
about thirty-five miles from Strassburg 
when I made my leap from the train, 
and if I could travel In a straight line 
I had perhaps one hundred nnd fifty 
miles to travel. As It was, however. 
I was corapelled to make many detours, 
and I l]gured that two hundred and 
fifty miles was nearer the extent of the 
journey ahead of me. 

In several parts of this country I hnd 
to travel througli forests of young pIno 
trees about twelve feet higli. They 
were very close together and looked 
almost us If they had been set out 
They proved to be a serious obstacle 
to me because. I could not see the stars 
through them ond I was relying upon 
the lieaven tp guide me to freedom. I 
am not much of un astronomer, but I 
know the Pole Star when I see it But 
for it I wouldn't be hero today 1 

I believed it mined every night nnd 
day Willie I was making my way 
through Germany and Luxembourg. 

My invariable prognira at this stage 
of my Journey was to travel steadily 
all night until about six In the morn- 
ing, when I would commence looking 
around for a place wherein ; to hldo 
during the day. Low bushes or woods 
bnck from tlie road, as far as possible 
from the traveled palliway, usually 



came tor mo to be on the move, that 

I was very much tempted to sleep 
through the nlghf. I kne^v, however, 
that tlint would be n bod precedent to 
establish and I wouldn't give In. 

I plugged wearily along and about 

II o'clock, after I had covered perhaps 
four miles, I sat down to rest for a 
moment on a shock of brush which 
was sheltered from the drizzle some- 
what by other shocks which were 
stacked there. It was daylight when 
I awoke, and I found myself right In 
a German backyard. ITou can Imagino 
that I lost no time In getting out of 
that neighborhood and I made tip my 
mind right there and then that I would 
never give away to that "tired feeling" 
again. 

In the daytime, In my hiding place, 
wherever It hopponed to be. I had 
plenty of opportunity to study my map, 
and before very long I know It almost 
by heart Unfortunately, however. It 
did not show all the rivers nnd canals 
which I encountered, and eometimos It 
fooled mo completely. 

It must have been about the ninth 
night that I crossed into Luxembourg, 
but Uiough this principality Is omclnlly 
neutral. It offered me no safer a haven 
than Belgium would. The Huns have 
violated the neutrality of both, and dis- 
covery would luive been followed by 
the sam^e consequences as capture In 
Germany proper. 

In the nine days I had covered per- 
Imps seventy.flve miles, and I was that 
much nearer liberty, but the hick of 
proper food, the constant wearing of 
wet clothes, and the loss of sleep and 
rest hod reduced me to a very much 
w^eakened condition. I doubted very 
much whether I would be able to con- 
tinue, but I plugged along.

It wns a mighty fortunate thing for 
me that I was not a smoker. Somehow 
I have never used tobacco In any form 
I was now fully repaid for whatever 
pleasure I hnd foregone in the pist as 
a result of my hohits In that partic- 
ular, because my sufferings would cer- 
tainly have been intensified npw if. In 
addition to lack of food and rest, I 
had had to endure a craving for to- 
bacco.

Nino Days In .Luxembourg. 

I was now hoadlag northwest and I 
thought that by keeping that course 
I would get out of Luxembourg and 
into Belgium, where I expected to be 
a little better olT. because the people 
of Luxembourg were practically tlie 
same as Germans, 

One of the experiences I hnd In Lux- 
embourg wlilch I shall never forget 
occurred tho first day that I spent 
there. I had traveled all night and I 
was feeling very weak. I came to a 
small wood with plenty of low under- 
brush, and picked out a thick clump 
of brushes which was not In lino with 
nny paths, crawled In nnd lay down 
to spend the day. 

The sun could Just reach me through 
an opening In the trees above and I 
took off all my clothes except my shirt 
and huug them on the bushes to dry 
In the sun. As the sun moved I moved 
the clothes around correspondingly, be- 
cause tired as I was I could take only 
catnaps. 

That afternoon I awoke from one 
of these naps witli a start There M-ere 
voices not a dozen feet from me I My 
first Impulse wns to Jump to my feet 
and sell my life as dearly as I couiu. 
but on second thought I decided to 
look before I leapt Peeping through 
the underbrush I could Just discern two 
men calmly chopping down a tree, and 
conversing ns they worked. I thunUtd 
my lucky stars that I had not jumped 
up on my first Impulse, for I was ap- 
purently quite eafe as long as I luy 
where I was. 

It then occurred to me that If the 
tree upon which they were working 
should happen to full In my direction 
It would crush mo to death I It was 
tall enough to reach me nnd big enough 
to kill me If It landed in ray direction 
and as I could only see the heads of 
the men who were chopping It down, I 
was unable to toll which way tboy 
planned to have It fall. 

There was this much In my favor; 
the chances of tho tree falling in just 
my direction were not very great and 
thoro-was more than an even chance 
that the men would be wise enough to 
fell It so tlint it would not because If 
it landed in tho brushes the task of 
trimming the branches from tho trunk 
would bo so much harder. 

But even without this feeling of se- 
curity, there was really nothing else I 
could do but wait and see ,what fate 
had In store for me. I lay there watch- 
ing the top of the tree for more tliun 
on hour. Time and time again X saw It 
sway and fancied It was coming my 
direction, and It was all I could do to 
keep ray place, but a moment later I 
would hear tho crash of tlie men's 
uxos, and I knew that my Imagination 
bad played mo a trick. 

I was musing on tho sorry plight I 
was In— weak, nearly starving to death, 
a refugee In a hostile country, and 
waiting patiently to see which >vny a 
tree was going to fall, when there 
came a loud crack, nnd I saw tlio top 
of the tree sway and fall almost op- 
posite to the piuco where I lay 1 I hud 
guessed right 

Later I heard some children's voices 
and again peering throucfh tho under- 
brush I saw that they had brought the 
men their lunch. You can't realixn how 
I felt to see them eoting their lunch 
so near at hand, and to know tlmf 
hungry ns I was, I could have none of 
It I wns getting tempted to go boldly 



a chance of get- 



ting a shore, but I did not know 
whether they were Germans or not, and 
I hnd gone through too much, to risk 
ray liberty even for food. I swallowed 
my hunger Instead. 

Shortly afterwards It began to rain 
and about 4 o'clock the men left I 
crawled out as fast .as I could and 
scurried -around looking-for crumbs, 
but found none, and wheii darkness 
come I went on my woy once more. 

That Dight I came to aViver and as 
It was -the first time my clothes had 
been dry In a long time, I tliought I 
would try to keep tliem tlmt way ns 
long as possible. I accordingly look 
off all my tilings nnd made. them Into 
two bundles, planning to carry one 
load across 'and then swim back for 
the other. 

The river was quite wide, but I nm o 
fairly good flwimmor and I figured I 
could rest awhile after the first trip 
before going back for the second 
bundle. 

The first swim was uneventful. AVben 
I landed on the other side I dronk till 
my thirst was quenched and then 
Bwnm bnck. After resting awhile I 
started across a third time, with my 
shoes and several other tilings firmly 
tied to my head. Just about ten feet 
from the opposite bnnk one of the 
shoes worked its way loose and sank 
in about eight feet of water. There 
WAS nothing to do but finish the trip 
nnd then go bnck nnd dive for the 
missing shoe, ns I could not go on 
with a single shoe. 

Diving in my weakened condition 
wns a considerable strain, but I hud to 
have that shoe and I kept at It for 
neorly an hour before I eventually 
found It nnd I was pretty nearly all 
In by that time. 

That was the last time I over took 
my shoos off, for my feet were becom- 
ing so swollen that I figured If 1 took 
my shoos oIT I might not be able to get 
them on uguln. 

This stunt of crossing the river and 
diving for the lost shoe had consumed 
about three hours, and after- resting 
Fome fifteen minutes I wont on my way 
ngaln. I had gone noariy a mile when 
I ciijue to another river, about the 
same size ns the one I hud Just crossed. 
I walked along the bonk awhile, think- 
ing I might be lucky enough to find a 
boat or a bridge, but after walking 
about half an hour I received one of 
those disappointments which "come 
once In a lifetime." I found that Uils 
river was the oae I had Just swum I I 
had swum It on tho bond and was etlll 
on the wrong side. Ilud I made only a 
short detour in the first place I would 
have avoided all the annoyance of the 
pnst throe hours and saved my 
strength and time. I was never so 
mad In my life at myself as I was to 
think that I had not paid more atten- 
tion to the course* of the stream be- 
fore I undertook to cross It, but us a 
matter of fact there was really no 
way of tolling. The river was not 
shown on tlio map at all. 

Now I had to cross It wherens be- 
fore I could have turned It I walked 
boldly Into the water, not bothering to 
take my clothes off this time, nor did 
I ever bother to take them off after- 
wards when swimming canals and 
rivers. I found It was Impossible to 
keep them dry onywny, nnd so I might 
Just ns well swim In them and save 
time. 

AH tho next day I spent In 'a forest 
to which my night's travel had brought 
me about 5 o'clock in the morning. I 
kept on my way tlirough tho woods 
until doyllght come, and then, thinking 
tho place would afford fairly good con- 
cealment I concluded to rest until 
night 

The prospects of even a good sleep 
were dismal, however, for about the 
time the sun's face should have ap- 
peared, a drizzling roln begun and I 
gave up my search for a dry spot 
which would sen-e me as a bed. Some 
of the leaves were beginning to fall, 
but of course there was not enough of 
them to form a covering for the 
ground, nnd tho dampness seemed to 
have penetrated everywlnre. 

I wandered around through tho 
woods for two or three hours looking 
for shelter, but without nny success, 
for. although the trees were large, the 
forest wns not dense, and there was 
practically no brush or shrubbery. 
Consequently one could got a fairly 
clear view for some distance, and I 
knew It would be unwise to drop off 
to sleep Just any ploce, or someone 
would surely happen on to rao. 

Once I cumo very nenr to tlie ends 
of the woods nnd heard voices of men 
driving by in a wagon, but I couldn't 
make out just what they were, and 
Instinct told me I hod better not come 
out of the woods, so I turned back. 
Here and there small artificial ditches 
had been dug. which at a dry season 
might have cradled a weary fugitive, 
but- now they, too, were filled with 
water. Once I singled out n good big 
troo nnd largo branches and tliought I 
might climb Into It nnd go to sleep. 
but the longer I looked nt It tho more 
I reallzpd that it would require more 
energy than I bad In my present weak 
nnd exhausted* condition, so didn't at- 
tempt that ./ 

Finally I chose a spot that looked a 
bit drier than the rest concluded to 



take a chance on being discovered and 
throw myself down for a nap. I was 
extremely nervous, though, Oiroughout 
that whole day, nnd would scarcely get 
setUed Into a comfortable position and 
doze off for a few minutes when, 
stnrUod by some sound In tho woods I 
would suddenly awake. 

After what seemed like a year or 
more, night finally came, and with a 
"dud" sky, low-hanglog clouds and still 
more rain. There wns not n star In tho 
sky, of course, and that made It very 
bad, because without the aid of tho 
stars I had absolutely no way of know- 
Ing which direction I was going. It 
was just n case of taking a chance. I 
probably would^ave been better oft If 
I had simply picked out a place nnd 
stayed there until Uio weather Ira- 
proved, but naturally I wns Impatient 
to ho on my way when each day with- 
out food only lessened my strength nnd 
my ultimate chances of reaching tlio 
frontier. 

So I loft the woods nnd struck oft In 
the direction which I thought was 
north. I hadn't been nt nil sure of my 
bearings the day before, nnd as it had 
rained the bud failed entirely to help 
me out but I was almost sure I hod 
the right direction and trusted to luck. 
That night I found more rivers, conals 
ond swamps thon I ever found In my 
life before, but I had the good fortune 
to stumble on to some celery, nnd.nfter 
my diet of beets It surely wna a treat 
■Perhaps It's unnecessary to add that I 
took on n good supply of celery nnd 
for days I went along chewing celery 
like a cow would a cud. 

Along towards morning, when I sup- 
posed I hnd gotten In a fnlriy good lap 
of my journey — pcriuipB seven or eight 
miles — I began to recognize certain ob- 
jects as familiar Inndnmrks. At least 
I thought I hod seen tliem before and 
ns I traveled along I knew positively I 
had .seen certain objects very recently. 
Oft at ray right— not over a quarter of 
a mile— I noticed some folrly good 
sized woods and thought I would go 
over there to hide that day, because It 
looked ns though the sun was going to 
shine and I hoped to get my clothes 
dry, and perhaps got a decent sloop. 
I had this celery and a large beet, so 
I knew I would bo able to live the dny 
tlirough. 

Finally I made my way over to the 
woods. .It was still too dark in among 
the trees to do much In the way of 
selecting my quarters for the day nnd 
I could not go a step farther! So I 
waited on the edge of tho forest until 
down and tlien set out to explore the 
place, with a view to finding some nook 
where 1 might sleep. Imagine my dis- 
gust nnd discouragement too, when an 
hour or so later I cnme upon the einct 
ploce whore I had spent the dny before, 
nnd I realized that nil night long I hnd 
been circling the very woods I was try- 
ing to get away from. I think perhops 
X hod gone all of a qunrter of a mile Jn 
t!io right direction, but then had lost 
my bearings entirely, and daylight 
found me with nothing accomplished. 
Tho sun, however, did come out that 
day, and I welcomed Its worm roya, 
ns they, perhaps, have never been wel- 
comed before. I was very tired- Just 
about nil in— but I spent a better day 
Id tlio woods than tho previous one, * 

That night the stars came out; I 
located my friend, the North Star, ond 
tried to mako up for lost time. But 
when one Is making only seven or eight 
miles a day, or rather a night one 
night lost moons a whole lot, espocl- 
nlly when oacli day keeps hira from 
freedom. Such 111 fortune and dis- 
couragements 08 this were harder to 
endure, I believe, than the ocfunl 
hunger, and the accompanying worry 
naturally reduced miy weight At times 
I was furiously angry with myself for 
the ralstokoa I made nnd the foolteh 
things I did, but I always tried to see 
something funny about tlie situation, 
whatever It might be, that relieved 
the strain of habit and helped to pass 
the time away. I think If a man Is 
overburdened with a sense of humor 
nnd wonts to get rid of U. this trip I 
took would be an excellent remedy 
for it Right at this time I would 
have welcomed nnytlilng for a compan- 
ion. I believe even a snake would 
have been a Godsend to me, 

"With a name as Irish ns mine, It Is 
only natural that I looked for goats 
Along tho way, thinking that I might 
be able to milk tliem. There are very 
few cows In this country, and the op- 
portunities for milking them fewer 
thnn tlie cows tliemselvcs because they 
ore housed In barns adjoining tho 
homes and always alertly watclicd by 
their fortunate owners. I did hope 
that I might find a goot staked out 
some place In the fields, but In all my 
travels I never saw a gont or a pig, 
nnd only a few cows. Several times I 
searched nests for eggs, but somebody 
always had beaten nio to U, as I noyer 
even found so much as. a nest egg. 

There was no chance of getting owoy 
with any "bullying" stuft In Luxem- 
bourg, I know, becnuso the young men 
have not been forced Into tho army 
nnd are still at home.'iind oa they are 
decidedly pro-GqrmUn, It would have 
boon pretty hnrd/for me to demand 
nnythlhg In* tliatlpjirtpf tlio countrv. 
It was .not llk^^tukiiig- things away 
from old mnp^ '>^w<>iirea" fcrol^blng 
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people that could not stop me If the"7 
chose to do so. I thought at this time 
that I was aulTorlng about the worst 
hardships aiiy human being could ever 
bo called upon to endure,, but I was 
later to find that the best of my joui> 
ney was made along about this time. 
There wore plenty of vegetables, oven 
though they were row, and , these were 
much better than the things I was 
afterwords compellod to oat or, go 
without 

Wo frequently hear of men who have 
lived for a certain number of doys on 
tlieir own resources In the woods Just 
on a hot or to prove thot the "back- 
to-naturo" theory still has tho merits 
nnd will still work. My advice to some 
of thoso nature seekers Is that If In 
the future they wish to make a' real 
good record, try the little countries of 
Luxembourg and Belgium with a- sllco 
of Germany thrown In. 

I suppose that during this experi- 
ence of mine I made many mlstokes 
and traveled many unuecessory miles 
which one with a knowledge of wood- 
monshlp might have avoided and I 
failed to take advantage of many 
things which would have been quit©

In two, but considering the handicaps 
under which I Inbored I was very well 
fiotlfifled with my progress.
